THREE MEET VIOLENT DEATHS 


Lorene Boissenet Accidentally Shot by Her Father 


—-Robert Romick Killed in Runaway-— 


Louis Jully Struck by a Train. 


Crowded in;o the little more than 


thirty hours intervening "between 3 
o'clock Saturday aftern'ocm and 9:20 
o'clock Sunday evening were a trio 
of fatal accidents in whit'h three peo- 
ple TOefc violent death. The record is 
a most distressing.one. and has sel- 
dom been equalled in this city. 


Lorene Boissenet, 7 years of age, 


was instantly killed shortly before 
3 o'clock Saturday by the accidental 
discharge of a shotgun in the hands 
of her father, Louis Boissenet. 


Koberc Romick, a junk dealer liv- 


ing at Dunfce, was killed in a rur.- 


' 
away accident on West Main street 
at 7 o'clock Saturday evening. 


Louis Jully, owner of a barber- 


shop on St. Marys avenue* lost his 
life by'being struck by a. limited 
train on-the Pennsylvania railroad at 
the Union street crossing at 9:70 
o'clock Sundny evening. 


LITTLE CHILD KILLED. 


The firs!fc x>f the fearful accidents^ 


occurred tit 'the Boissenet home west 
of Lindarcwosd cemetery. Boissenct 
is a porter at the Kew Ave-line hotel 
nnd had -arrange;! for a limiting trip 
with Attorney Samue'l F. Swayne, 
jr. 
Tog&tiher the men reached the 


home just before 3, o'clock, carrying 
two shotguns owned by Hr. Swaync. 
As they entered the prcmis& the 
little girl ran out, threw her arms 
nibout her father's n^k in loving 
embrace and entered the house \vith 


. them. 


Here Mr. Boissene began showing 


his -wife Mr. Swayne's now 'hammer- 
less Shotgun, a weapon of ths latest 
patern, which 'he greatly admired. 
It was loaded, but Mr. Boissenc-t, 
who was •accustomed to handling 
firearms, believed he was exercising 
a'll due caution, and opened ttie 
breech to illustrate its 
operation* 


Mi's. B<visseniet stood beside her hus- 
band, with the little girl in front 
of them and sfboiat four feet distant. 
As the father snapp^d the breech 
shut agulin, 'I'here was a flash, a puit 
of smoke and a report. The shell 
had been discharged, and through 
the blinding powder somke came the 
cry of the little girl: 


"Oh, papa!" 
Tha parents instantly realized 


what had happened, and both sprang 
toward 1'he cflxild, who in falling at- 
tempted to throw her arms about 


• her mother. She dropped to 'the floor 


before they could reach her, how- 
ever, the life's blood spurting from a 
great wound in her rig'ht breast. A 
full charge of the shct had entered 
just under the right -arm. tearing a 
great hole in her side. Tha load 
passed -almost directly back through 
the body, severing two or three ribs 
•and "carrying1 away a portion of tho 
shoulder 
blade as it passed out 


through the body. Stricken with 
horror the HUle form was laid upon 


a couch and the agonized parents 
gave way to uncontrollable grief. 


As quickly as possible word was 


sent to a neighbor, who notified the 
coroner. 
Dr. Barnett and 
Sheriff 


Stout drove to the home, where the 
scene was mcst heartrending. Cling- 
ing to the mangled form upon the 
couch was the agonised mother, her 
own clothing tinged with the blood 
from the child's wound. In the ad- 
joining room was Mr. Swayne in a 
struggle with the frenzied father* 
who threatened to kill himself in the 
fearful agxmy of his grief. Neigh- 
bors who gathered quickly finally 
got the mother away from the child's 
body in order that the coroner might 
make an examination. As she Int 
the little ono Mrs. Boissenet's gaze 
fell upon the weapon lying upon the 
floor, where it had been dropped by 
t*ha fattier. 
She picked it up and 


threw it from 
the door. As the 


weapon, struck the ground the second 
fhell was discharged, but the gun 
was luckily inclined in such a di- 
rection that no damage resulted. 


Coroner 
Barnett's 
examination 


quickly convinced 'him that the case 
was purely accidental, and his find- 
ing is in accordance with that fart. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bcissenet were the 
parents of several children, but all 
'had died except Lorene, and it was 
upon 'her that nil their hopes and 
intesests were- centered. 
Kindly 


neighbors have bien profuse in their 
ministrations of comfort to the grief- 
stricken 
parents, upon, whom the 


'blow fell witli such crushing force. 
Though suffering with an intensity 
that words could not express, the 
mC'iUer was calmer than 'her husband, 
in whose case restraint was necessary 
to prevent him from ending his own 
existsnce in the excels of his terrible 
grief. 


KILLED IN A BUNAWAY. 


Eobcrt Komick, of Dunfee, who 


was killed in the runaway accident 
near the Grand Kapids and Indiana 
railway bridge on West Main street, 
was 43 years of age. He had sold a 
load of scrap iron in the city and 
was starting for home when his team 
became frightened and started to run. 
The unfortunate man was pitched out 
upon the pavement with frightful 
force. 


Claude Peters and Martin Vaughan 


saw the accident and hurried to 
Romick's side. They found him un- 
conscious but quickly picked him up 
and carried him to the residence of 
his uncle, James Clifford, -at 7 Boone 
street. Dr. G. B. Stemen, who was 
called, at once directed the removal 
of the injured man to St. Joseph 
hospital, but he died upon the way 
to that institution without having 
regained consciousness.

GREAT THE HAVOC 


WROUGHT BY THE STORM ON 


THE ATLANTIC COAST, 


MANY SMALL CRAFT WRECKED 


DAMAGE IN VICINITY OF NEW 


YORK IS IMMENSE. 


IT WILL EXCEED $1,000,000 


A HEAVY SEA IS STILL ON, 


THOUGH ABATING. 


New York, Nov. 25.—The great 


storm which, came speeding up from 
the south on Saturday night has 
spent its force in this sone of the At- 
lantic coast and the waters driven up 
on lowland and beach are subsiding. 
A more careful survey of the storm- 
swept coast indicates that the aggre- 
gate damage will exceed the general 
estimates of yesterday. Hundreds of 
small crafts were wrecked or badly 
damaged, wharves and piers at every 
exposed point were battered down, 
many seaside resorts were unroofed, 
lowlands were flooded, city cellars 
were filled and 
hundreds of ,town 


aouses were damaged. 


Estimates of the aggregate dam- 


age run slightly below and consider- 
ably above $1,000,000. 


Down at Monmouth beach, where 


the big German ship Flottbek drove 
ashore and where there was a thrill- 
ing rescue of her crew by lifesavers, 
an angry sea was still beating upon 
the beach today. 
"Wreckers have 


been engaged, but until the 
sea 


calms nothing can be done toward 
saving the ship and her cargo. The 
big craft firmly , embedded in the 
sand was still intact and Captain 
Zingler, her master, who watched 
her from the life-saving station, was 
sure that the vessel and cargo would 
be saved. * Storm-bound shipping was 
released early today, but sea coast 
railway and trolley service will limp 
until washouts are filled in. Line- 
men were busy restoring prostrated 
telegraph and telephone wires today4 
but it will be a couple of days be- 
fore these services are completely 
restored. 


The extent of the damage to the 


rapid transit tunnel was not fully 
determined today. 


PIVE MEN BEOWNED. 


•Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 25.—Ad- 


vices received in this city today by 
the maritime exchange states that 
five men were drowned yesterday at 
Long Branch, during the height of 
the northeast storm, which swept the 
Atlantic coast Saturday night and 
Sunday. The men are supposed to 
have been members of the crews of 
the barges 
Wilmore and Grant, 


which were lost by the tug Eureka, 
which arrived in New York yester- 
day and reported that she had lost 
her tow and 
no tidings of either 


crew. 


The two barges came ashore at 


Chadwick, N. J., about one and a half 
miles south of Long Branch. There 
were seven men on the barges when 
they went ashore. All of the crew 
of four on one of the barges were 
washed overboard and lost while the 
life savers, with 
the aid of the 


breeches buoy, saved two of the men 
on the other barge. The third man 
was 'washed overboard and drowned.

SMALLPOX CASES. 


lounty Board of Health Must Se- 


cure Another Physician for 


Future Epidemics. 


The Allen county board of health 


will find it necessary to secure the 
services of another physician to care 
for future cases of smallpox or other 
epidemic. 
Dr. Lomas 
stated this 


morning that he would have nothing 
further to do with 
that 
class of 


practice. 


When the smallpox cases appeared 


in the city a couple of years ago Dr. 
Lomas was assigned as the health 
board's physician to attend 
them 


and he remained in as complete isola- 
tion as the patients 
themselves. 


After the cases in the city had re- 
covered Dr. Lomas was sent to var- 
ious parts of the county upon a simi- 
lar mission, so that his time was 
pretty thoroughly occupied in car- 
ing for the sufferers. 


His services were all that could be 


desired an'd the doctor was remark- 
ably successful in handling the epi- 
demic, but he states that the position 
can only be filled at the absolute 
sacrifice of his general practice and 
this he is unwilling to do longer. 
Last week, at the request 
of Dr. 


Proegler, 
he went 
to investigate 


some suspicious cases in the eastern 
part of the county, but it proved to 
be something other than smallpox. 
Dr. Lomas states that he cannot 
longer act as the physician of the 
board in the care of- smallpox 
or 


other epidemic, and it will be neces- 
sary to secure another physician for 
this work should any further cases 
develop. 


HE BURNED HER TO DEATH

.HIS MISTRESS. 


In Burning Her Pace With Lamp He 


Set Fire to Her Clothing- 


Held by the Police. 


Chicago, Nov. 25,—Annie Von 


Broth, of 24 South Sangamon street, 
died at the county hospital last night 
from burns said to have been, in- 
flicted by Andrew Boland, who lived 
in the same house with her. 


According to the 
ante-mortem 


statement made to the police by Miss 
Von Broth the couple had been quar- 
reling. She declared Boland became 
so angry that he removed the globe 
and the chimney frcm the lamp in 
the house and then 
attempted to 


burn her face with the flame. She 
cried out for help aixd struggled to 
save herself. Her dress caught fire 
and in an instant she was a mass of 
flames. Alarmed at the result of his 
action, the woman said, Boland at* 
tempted to extinguish the fire and 
was severely burned himself. 


Two other roomers in the house 


heard Miss Von Broth's cries and 
notifie'd the police. 
An ambulance 


removed Miss Von Brotti and Boland 
to the county hospital. After arriv- 
ing at the hospital the woman re- 
gained consciousness and made the 
statement accusing Boland. He was 
then removed to the jail hospital, 
where he informed tho police that 
the affair had been meant as a joke. 
Later he said it was an accident. 
The police do not believe either oi 
his statements and will hold him 
pending the result of the coroner's 
inquest* 


FRANK JAMES IN FORT WAYNE 


One of the Famous James Brothers Will Make 


First Bow as An Actor on Temple 


Stage This Evening. 


Frank James, 
brother 
of Jesse 


James, who was shot by Bob Ford 
in the summer of 1882, and one of 
the once famous James brothers of 
Missouri, arrived in Tort 
Wayne 


this morning: and is registered at the 
Randall. 
Mr. James will go upon 


the stage and will make his first ap- 
pearance as an actor in the melodrama 


:Across the American Desert'* at the 
Masonic Temple this evening. 


Mr, James received a reporter for 


The Sentinel this 
morning most 


pleasantly and in his apartments at 
the hotel talked most entertainingly 
of his new venture and of his hopes 
for the future. Of his early career 
he talks but little, further than to 
say that for some years he has faith- 
fully endeavored to live down his 
previous life and congratulates him- 
self that he has succeeded. He is 
tall and slender, with mustache and 
[iair tinged with gray, and greets 
one with warm, cordiality. 
Every 


movement is quick and it is evident 
that he has lost none of the activity 
of his earlier years. "When the re- 
porter remarked that he rather ex- 
pected to see a younger man, Mr. 
James replied: 


•'Well, I'm fifty-cight years of age, 


and you don't see many of the G. 
A. K. veterans who are more youth- 
'ul in appearance than I. You know 
I saw service in the confederate 
army." 


Mr. James came to Fort Wayne di- 


rectly from a hunting expedition to 
the Indian Territory, "I thought," 
said he,/*that a man ought to tackle 
a bear hunt before he went upon the 
stage. I got through with that all 
dght, and I have hopes of pulling 
through satisfactorily upon the the- 
atrical venture. Tor the past seven 
years I have been connected with the 
management of tho Standard theater 
at St. Louis, but this evening will be 
my first experience behind 
the 


scenes. I went into it solely to make 
a living and to provide for my wife 
and child. I realized that I'm get- 
ting to be an old man, but if I could 
always be sure of being as active 


as now, money wouldn't have hired 
me to go into it." 


"Is this your first visit to Fort 


Wayne?" 


"Well, I went through the city 


once before on my way eastward to 
officiate as starter at a race meeting. 
I have been doing that sort of work 
off and on for about five years." 
v 


'•How are you received?" asked the 


reporter. 


"For the most pan very kindly, 


indeed," 
replied 
'Mr, James. 
"I 


have been doing everything possible 
to demonstrate that I -was a good 
citizen and to live down the past, 
and it is an. unbounded pleasure to 
me to believe that I have succeeded, 
I want to make a living outside of 
my former notoriety. In my home 
city, St. Louis, I have many •warm 
friends among the best people there, 
and I'm proud of it. 
Once in awhile 


I find a doubting Thomas .who is still 
suspicious of me, but they are very 
rare, and I want to live down the 
prejudice that once existed against 
me." 


Mr. James formerly took consider- 


able interest in Missouri politics, but 
says he has not done so in recent 
years. He explained that he has al- 
ways been a thorough southern man, 
but that travel had broadened his 
views and he was willing to concede 
that not all the good was in one sec- 
tion of the country nor in one politi* 
cal party. 


He jokingly refers to a feeling of 


trepidation as to the outcome of his 
first appearance upon the .stage, and 
laughingly 
expressed a hope tha,t 


there would be a good doctor in the 
house in case he succumbed to heart 
failure at the last moment. The play, 
"Across the Desert," is a western 
melodrama and in the last act Mr, 
James appears under his own name 
as the benefactor of the In'dian who 
is the hero of the play. It has had 
a successful record of several years, 
but Mr. James will make ibis first 
appearance in the cast this evening. 
The company next appears at Nor- 
walk, Ohio.

One of the largest transactions in 


down town real estate for some time 
was consummated this morning 
when William Hahn, of tho Boston 
store, purchased 
from Edward P. 


William, of New York, the building 
now occupied by the Meyer Bros, 
drug store. 
The price was $23,000 


cash. 


The transaction was negotiated by 


the real estate offices of Lennart & 
Zorbaugh and Val Rocholl. and Is 
tho most important transfer made 
for some time. 
The building is in 


the form of an L, with a frontage of 


}i feet on Calhoun street, this 


room being eighty feet in depth, and 
intersecting with a room 20x150, 
having a Columbia street entrance. 
It is known that the property has 
been on the market for some time* 
and men well posted in real estate 
matters say Mr. Hnhn has secured a 
bargain. 


The building is a part of what is 


known as the Keystone block, and 
was erected in 1864-5 by Meyer 
Bros., who some years later sold it 
to Mr. Williams, though it has been 
occupied by Meyer Bros., as a drug 
store continuously since its copletion* 
The new owner expects to eventually 
occupy the building with, his dry 
goods business, though no change 
will be made for some months. It is 
stated that Mr. Hahn will expend 
several thousand dollars in remodel- 
ing the building, installing a new 
electric elevator and making other 
improvements.

Washington Nov. 25.—'Mr. Her- 


ran, charge d'affaires of the Colom- 
bian legation, today received the rol* 
lowing cablegram:

Emperador. Governor inarched last 
night upon Colon. Traffic interrupted 
yesterday, but -will be re-established 
today. 
(Signed) "Arjona, Acting Governor. 


Hr. Herran earlier in the day re- 


ceived a dispatch from the acting 
governor of Panama stating that the 
governor, General Alton, liad started 
with a considerable government force 
to opertxte against Colon and Linea* 
It is the expectation of tho Colom- 
bian authorities to combine this land 
movement with that of the force on 
board the gunboat' Pinzon and thus 
be able to recapture the town of 
Colon. 
The Colombian authorities 


here have not been, advised of the 
purpose to bombard Colon. 


The action- taken by the United 


States in landtag marines and pro- 


tecting the line across the Isthmus 
is in conformity with the -wishes of 
the Colombian government and fol- 
lows a specific request recently made 
by Mr. Herran. The Colombian, au- 
thorities are fully awkre that if they 
retake Colon it must be through 
their own efforts and without the 
hope of any assistance from the 
American forces on the ground, ns 
this government is scrupulously 
holding nloof from the political con- 
test between the government and the 
liberals. '

The delegation was accompanied 


by State Senator Frank D. Pavey, 
the American counsel of the genera* 
society; Octavio Davis, the secretary 
to the delegation, and L. V. De- 
Abada, member of the former Cuban 
delegation on economics which vis- 
ited "Washington last winter. After 
stating in a general way the econo- 
mic situation in the island, the peti- 
tion asks for a number of 'reductions 
in the American tariff onj Cuban pro- 
ducts. 
These have heretofore been 


published. 


The petition goes on to say that 


the economical situation in which 
the island of Cuba is placed is such' 
that the remedies above" expressed 
admit of no delay. 


The petition concludes'as follows: 
*'We therefore respectfully entreat 


you* either by virtue of the consti- 
tutional authority vested in you or 
by requesting congress in your first 
message to grant you the necessary 
authority, to immediately establish 
ample commercial privileges between 
the United States—an almost exclu- 
sive market for our products—and 
Cuba, based on the foregoing peti- 
tion, as a measure of urgent neces- 
sity and indispensable for the salva- 
tion of the island."

Kichmond man and will he put on 
the market by next winter, and per- 
haps earlier, and Richmond capital 
will float the enterprise to a large 
degree.

It has for years been thought this 


was possible, but the method 4ias 
never been 
considered until now. 


The thory is similar to the making 
of ice. 
In ice making the heat rays 


are token out of the water, which 
hardens into ice and the subsequent 
melting of the ice is due to the ab- 
sorption of 
the heat from 
the 


surrounding air, producing cold. In 
the process of storing heat this pro- 
cess is reversed. 
The inventor, who 


is a practical and scientific man. a 
former student at college, where he 
first got his idea of the matter, has 
discovered a substance which • is 
abundant 
and 
cheaply procured, 


which will absorb the heat rays of 
the sun and hold them until driven 
out again. 
The material is to be 


made into blocks liko ice, and* the 
heat collected and sold that way; or 
the material will be sold to large 
plants and the purchasers charge the 
blocks themselves. 
In winter tbe 


heat stored up in the blocks is driven 
cut by a process which is still a se- 
cret as is the composition of tho 
blocks and this heat is diffused in a 
summer-like warmth, not like the 
heat of a stove, but like the heat of 
the sun. The entire process is a very 
simple one to the user of the blocks. 


There has been one meeting of 


capitalists held in the past week at 
wliich a practical demonstration of 
the process was made and all present 
were Cully satisfied that the process 
is practical and easily used; and that 
it will revolutionize the present 
methods of heating in winter. There 
is no fuel used, simply heat by the 
sun is stored and afterward liberated 
as wanted, both of which processes 
seemed to be practical and easily ap- 
plied.
